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Hail Suppression Plan

Lately the public has snown a 
good deal of interest in the new ap- 
proaches in hail prevention, experi- 
mented in the District of Rosen- 
heim, attempting to use rocket-type 
missiles. The ideas of some serious 
thinking should be stimulated, 

The aim in fighting hail is to force 
out raindrops in a rain-ready cloud, 
which coagulate, the water damp- 
ness, This idea, therefore, is related 
to methods of creating an artificia: 
rain, So far, supported by observa- 
tions of clouds, statistics of atmos- 
phere and laboratory findings, by 
Luilding an imaginary picture of at- 
niospheric layers, we arrive at the 
following: rain- ready water damp- 
hess, which is over-saturated, even- 
tually should fall out, either flow 
together into small drops in very low 
tempartures, or form themselves in- 
to different bodies called condensa- 
tion kernals, skin-like around, From 
the physics point of view it is casy 
to understand because mivrospotc 
water drops with their strong inward 
bends reach such surface tensions, 
they have very little regularity. On 
the other hand the forming of “An- 
satzkerne” kernals (dust) produces 
greater surface with lesser tension 
and therefore they move as cataly- 
zers of the surface. We should think 
that atmosphere, due to the dir? pro- 
duced by modern industry and trans- 
port, should contain such catalyzers 
in unlimited quantity. However, 
surveys of the dust show that quan- 
tity in high altitudes rapidly de- 
creases, 

A hal- cloud forms itself when 
varm and damp air rapidly ascends. 
Jn highness weather quickly develops 
so-called “cauliflower” type cloud 
from which there shoots up sc cual- 
led buds and towers (anvil heads). 
After a while the upper parts envelcp 
the buds in themselves unui the 
lower part of the cloud has expanded 
itself and sky can be seen behind it. 
These clouds or hall towers may be 
seen in heights of 5 - 8 kilometers 
‘3 - 6 miles). In such a cloud some 
vertical winds are prevalent, up to 
20 meters per second. This should 
clarify why the measurement and 
observations of hail clouds fo; ex- 
omple from airplanes is very diffi- 
cult, because it is not easy to get into 
a reasonable position and to estimate 
the physical condition of the cloud. 

About the origin of hail, Mr. H. 
Irzrael has commented: 

Our conception is based upon the

the bottom some damp air, which 
cools as it ascends, Where we can

Some of the air should come down 
over the sides of the “cauliflower” to 
veplace the sucked-in air, That air 
is pulled in anew in the cloud and 
contains already less dust ‘Ansate- 
kerne), In this manner there is soon 
at the top of the cloud, a lack of 
surface to adhere to. Water vapor 
saturates itself, water drops and va- 
por cool off more and more while 
ascending. They dissolve themselves 
and form again. Ata certain height 
finally as points of adherance, ice 
crystals form themselves. Layer af- 
ter layer this formation Jays down 
more ice, some as Clear ice und some 
with included particles of wir. Mean- 
while the inner winds of the cloud 
draw these ice particles upward. 
From gradually increasing sides of 
the “buds” depart shiny particles 
of ice and envelop “towers.” This 
enveloping happens in seconds, and 
thus prevents the observation of the 
cloud and especially of towers“ from 
the earth. The developnicnt of hail- 
stones continues, Parts of the cloud 
start to drop, accumulate more water 
and are blown into the chimney of 
the cloud upwards like in u wind- 
mill. As more damp air is sucked 
into the cloud, the heavier becomes 
the load of ice to the upward surg- 
ing winds. When this system ts 
overburdened the masg of ice begins 
to fall down in the form of hailstones

Whose murmuring now?

The size of a litter of pigs which 
is weaned makes the difference be- 
tween profit or loss to the producer. 
A good sized litter of thrifty pigs 
can be raised even in severe cold 
long winter if proper management | 
practices are followed, ! 

One common cause of losses in hi- 
ter pigs is the lack of sulfieient | 
iodine in the sow’s ration, When 
the sow does not receive enough! 
jodine the thyroid gland is effected, | 
litter pigs thyroid gland fund tions 
before birth and they suffer accord- 
ingly. 

These pigs may be born ima weuk 
and unsatisfactory condition, these | 
pigs do poorly and losses are 
high, They may in more 
severe cases be born hairless, have | 
puffy skin and enlarged throats, in 
all cases losses are high and profits 
in hog production are greatly re- 
duced or nullified completely, 

Prevention is simple it is just sap- 
plying sufficient iodine to the pres- 
nant sow. In some areas it is not a 
problem and in others the iodized | 
salt is sufficient. In most areas of | 
this province it must be further sup- | 
plemented by feeding the sow Pot- 
assioum Iodide, 

Potassium Iodide is fed by dissolv- 
ing one ounce of it in one gallon of 
water and feeding one tablespoonful 
of this solution per day to each sow, 
The solution may be made with seven 
ounces of Potassium Todide in one 
gallon of water and fed at the rate 
OL One tablespoon per week. The 
solution must be kept in a glass or 
enamelware container

1080 POISON BAIT: Dung the 
past week we have been out to check 
on some of the bait stations. We dis- 
covered that several of the baits: have 
been completed up. These have been 
replenished, Others are about half 
eaten. Potentially, there is suf- 
ficient poison in a 160 pound sec- 
tion of horse meat to kill about 600 
coyotes if they each take the mini- 
mum dose of 4 ounces of meat. That 
is the reason we like to see these 
baits remain frozen hard so that Mr. 
Coyote will have to gnaw away for 
quite a while to get a little of the 
poisoned meat. He will live for 20 
minutes or so after taking the fatal 
dose, It isn’t easy to find the dead 
coyotes because, as soon as they 
realize that their minutes are num- 
bered they will take off and do their 
best to hide themselves even in death, 
We can only judge the success of this 
poison program by the abscence of 
the familiar how] at night and tracks 
in the snow. Just last week I was 
talking with several sheep breeders 
in the Bagle Hill district who had 
been having trouble with coyote de- 
pradations during the summer and 
fal, They reported to me that for 
several weeks they haven't seen soy- 
otes or their tracks or heard them 
howl at night. To date we have es- 
tablished a total of 15 bait stations 
with the 1080 poisoned horse meat. 
Don't forget, if you have local coy- 
ote problems on your own land, we 
can supply you with strychnine pel- 
lets or cyanide guns that you can 
use to rid yourself of the coyote

| Not all ice formed in the atmos- 
| phere comes down in a form or hail. 
When hail was fought by shooting, 
it was thought that a shot scatterec: 
the hail cloud and thus prevented 
nau. After some experiments in 
l creating artificial precipitaton from 
raum- ready clouds with the use of 
dry ice and later with silver iodide, 
developed three methods of hail pre- 
vention, which all have in common 
one idea to use at all cooled off 
Water-vapor formations some par- 
ticles for adherance which forin 
around them water drops and create 
rain before large quantities of ice 


blow out air and ice, Using this 
method, the dust (Ansatzkerne) 
never reaches the cooled off room of 
the cloud, 


Another method which is used to 
make rain is a gas fountain. This 
blow of gas is often weakened and 
locked by the atmosphere. While 
in the mountains generators of dust 
(Kerne) can be placed very close to 
the points where they are effective, 
that is they come in direct contact 
with clouds, whereas in a flat coun- 
try the use of a gas fountain up to 
1000-1300 meter is practically pos- 
sible. 

Lately rockets containing silver 
iodide have been used. When they 
explode lots of small particles are 
freed. It is not necessary to shoot 
rocket right into the cloud formation, 
It is quite enough if the »xpiosion 
occurs in suction rooms of the cloud 
where upward winds carry the par- 
ticles and meet early with vapor. 
This method almost always guaran- 
tees success if a hall cloud is spot- 
ted early, right at the beginning of 
its formation and rocketed. ‘This is 
comparatively cheap and simple 
since it does not require an airplane 
or generators, and rockets are easy 
to obtain. The operators could be 
called to places where valuable crops 
should be saved, 

The easy predominary requirements 
for this method may present certain 
difficulties and disappointments. 

It is not always the case when even 
well educated observers of clouds can 
readily predict if the cloud ‘vill be a 
dangerous one. 

To fire rockets at very suspicious 
clouds wouldn't be adviseable eves 
if rocket personnel could be motor- 
ived. It is difficult to see in a cloudy 
sky the regions of intake on which 
hail clouds are developing. The {as- 
ter a cloud surges upward, the more 
room it leaves around and this free 
space has to be filled from upper 
layers and has to dry by abundant 
warming, Thus, we can assume that 
the territory taken by a hall cloud 
is a certain one, while the in between 
space is in no danger, Finally the 
absence of hail cannot always be 
credited to the success of seeding of 
a cloud. 

As mentioned above ofte. formed 
hail in a tower“ reaches the earth 
as large drop-size rain; also the de- 
velopment of “cauliflower” ends in 
all cases when “buds” or “towers” 
cannot break through the higher dry 
and not so cold air masses or if a 
supply of fresh, damp and warm air 
interrupted. 

Thus the statistics of hail preven- 
tion with rockets cannot always be 
based on more or less subjection, ob- 
servations of shooters and witnesses. 
That should be proved with unmis- 
takable surveys like radar equip- 
ment, which allows one to observe 
the formation of ice on the screen. 
Thus it could be checked if the 
“tower” of cloud has contained hall 
which melted during downfall; if 
hail has been prevented by the con- 
ditions of the atmosphere ind would 
not happen anyway; or conversion oi 
just developed small hailstones into 
a rain has been achieved by firing of 
rockets, 

In the prevention of hail about 50 
rockets should be calculated for a 
Landkreis (district of not known 
size to translator) which makes 
about DM 2000 ($500.00) for ammu- 
nition, In such a way the preven- 
tion of hail would save several mil- 
lions in an agricultural »! oducing 
area (size not known but could be 
found out), 

Therefore it also would oe wise to 
use certain methods of control, al- 
though that would require consid- 
erable expenses for instruments and 
personnel, It is very important that 
members of hall prevention teams 
through constant observation would 
acquire ability detecting clouded 
skies and changes and thus in due 
time would be ready to spot all storm 
and hail clouds. The prewarning 
could be taken over by weather 
bureau which twice dally receives 
the measurements of temparuue aud 
| moisture of high layers.
